When 
a Connet! was Conver d to Decide the Point, was 
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Peter the Prefident of the Councile No, bur 
James, the Bifhop of the place, who gives the De. 
erecory Sentence thus, Keivw eye, I Fudze,or,as St. 


Ciirvfoftom expounds it, | with Authority Deliver this. 


And the fame St. Chry/oftom acquainrs us, thac the 
Decifion was given by St. Fames, becaufe He was en- 
trufted with the Government.And this informs us too, 


that Sr. flourifh'd in the 4th Century, 


had no thoughts of S. Peter's Supremacy. in 
the Letrers fenc by the Council to the Gentile 
Churches, is there any particular mention of St. Pe- 
ter ? No 3; they run inthele General terms, Tie A- 
pofties, Elders, and Brethren, fend Greeting to tie 
Brethren, which are of the Gentiles, &c.

Church? But as we read of no tuch Authority al- 


terced by them, fo itis. plain, that Anicetus, who 
Prefided over that See abour the middle of rhe 2d 
Century, afferred none, fince otherwife he wona 
have usd ic inthe Quartu deciman Controverly. And
